told $2,500,000 to run this train across the 
new bridge, the expense being $1,000,000 
for the bridge and 1,600,000 for approach. 
es. It is the only stone bridge across the 
Delaware. 
It has 18 arches and Is 1080 


feet in length. 


In constructing this bridge the com- 


pany has shortened its route between New 
York and Philadelphia about 400 feet, bnt 
it has abolished seven grade crossings 
which it considers not tbe least important;

"We have a great advantage over you, 


for you in your cases are subjected to the 
extremest publicity while we in our cases 
have the utmost concealment. Just sup- 
pose that in our cases we had a judge who 
knew as lunch as or more than we did pre- 
siding over our actions and worse than 
that, had another physician, whose in- 
terests were ours, watching and criticising 
us at every step and blazoning every error 
that we made. Dear mo, such a proapuct 
as that would .frighten the best physician 
whoever lived the moment he entered a 
sicu room, and ;et that condition is just 
what you men of the law have to face in 
every case that you try. 


"What sort of a figure would a lawyer 


cut floundering around in court without 
any knowledge of his case? But a physi- 
cian can flounder mentally in a sick room 
without a second person boing tbe wiser, 
thongh the patient may suffer, but, 'dead 
men tell no tales.' 


"Under such circumstances of doubt, 


which is usually ignorance the physician 
can look wise, puS something into the' 
patient's stomach, go to his office, decide 
what line of experiment he will follow, re- 
turn the next day, hoping to find that 
nature is working the cure that he doesn't 
know how to effect, and being ready and 


illing to take all the credit that comes 


his way.

nurses are taught is to observe tbe utmost 
secrecy about doctors' blunders. If they 
told what they know there wouldn't be 
much confidence in physicians where they 
are heard.
